THE DEFUNCT BANK 


Suit Growing: Out of the First 
National Failure. 


ANSWER OF DEFENDANT 


J ames T. Montgomery is Attorney in 
Nineteen Suits—J udgre Shirk 
is for the PiaintiiF. 


; 


The case of the receiv er of the 
First National bank 
of Sedalia 
^against the stockholders of the de­ 
funct bank, to collect the remaining 
25 per cent on the stock, will be 
tried at this term of the United 
States court in J efferson City be­ 
fore J udge Philips. 
In this case 
the receiv er has already collected 
7 5 P®*“ cent through the courts and 
now he seeks to collect the remain­ 
ing 25 per cent. 
J ames T. Montgomery , who is 
attorney for nineteen of the de­ 
fendants, left this forenoon for the 
state capital, to which point he 
had been preceded by J udge W . S. 
Shirk, attorney for the plaintiff, 
and a battle roy al is anticipated. 
N o matter the result of the present 
litigation, 
an appeal is assured, 
and the case will ev entually get 
into the United States supreme 
court. 
Following is a copy of the an­ 
swer filed by Mr. Montgomery in 
one of the nineteen suits that he 
will defend : 
N ow at this day comes the de­ 
fendant, by his attorney s, and to 
answer to plaintiff’s petition here­ 
in denies that the sum of $18 7 ,5 ^» 
which the receiv er of said bank 
was directed by the comptroller of 
the currency of the United States, 
on the 13th day of April, 18 95 , to 
collect from the shareholders there­ 
of, and being 7 5 per cent of the 
stock of said bank, was inadequate 
to pay the debts 
of said 
asso­ 
ciation ; 
and 
defendant 
av ers 
that 
said 
sum 
of 
$18 7 ,5 00, 
which the shareholders were called 
upon to y :ay as aforesaid, together 
other assets of said bank 
that came to the hands of the re­ 
ceiv er thereof, was sufficient to 
pay and satisfy all contracts, debts 
and engagements of such associa­ 
tion ; that after the failure of the 
bank and the appointment of a re­ 
ceiv er thereof, a large portion of 
the assets which came into the 
hands of the receiv er thereof, to- 
"wit, 
the sum of $8 0,000, 
was 
wrongfully and without authority 
of law inv ested in 
property in 
the state of California and sub­ 
sequently lost and 
became un­ 
av ailable to pay 
the 
debts of 
said 
association; 
that the 
sum 
sued for in this case, being twenty - 
fiv e per cent of the stock of said 
bank owned by this defendant at 
the time of its failure, was and is 
called for, and the collection there­ 
of demanded solely to make good 
the losses sustained by said wrong­ 
ful inv estment of the funds that 
came to the hands of the receiv er, 
and to supply the deficiency caused 


by the losses arising from inv est­ 
ments since the suspension of the 
bank, and while the assets thereof 
were in the course of administra­ 
tion. 
Wherefore, defendant pray s 
to be hence dismissed with his 
costs. 
Defendant 
for 
another 
and 
further answer and defense say s that 
said First National bank of Sedalia 
suspended, and ceased to do busi­ 
ness on the 4 th day of May , 18 94 , 
and a receiv er was appointed there­ 
for on the loth day of May in said 
y ear, and duly qualified and took 
charge of its assets on said day ; 
that all contracts, debts and en­ 
gagements of said association were 
due and pay able on said loth day 
of May , 18 94 , and that a right of 
action then and there accrued to 
said receiv er against this defendant 
for the full amount of the par 
v alue of the stock held by him in 
said association, 
including 
the 
amount 
sued 
for 
in 
this 
case ; and this defendant say s that 
plaintiff’s alleged cause of action 
sued upon in his petition did not 
accrue within fiv e y ears nex t be­ 
fore the filing of said petition in 
this case, 
and that the same is 
barred by the statute of limitations 
of the state of Missouri, and the 
defendant sets up and pleads said 
statute in bar of 
this 
action. 
Wherefore defendant pray s to be 
hence dismissed with his costs. 
Defendant for another answer 
and defense say s that on the 13th 
day of April, 18 95 , the comptroller 
of the currency of 
tbe United 
States directed the receiv er of the 
said First National bank of Seda­ 
lia, Missouri, to enforce the indi­ 
v idual liability of the shareholders 
of said association, as prov ided by 
the national bank act, to the ex tent 
of 7 5 per cent of the par v alue of 
the stock owned by them, in full 
of their indiv idual liability ; that 
thereupon the receiv er of said bank 
demanded of this defendant the sum 
7 5 P®*' 
v alue of the 
stock held by him in said associa­ 
tion ; and that said receiv er insti­ 
tuted in the circuit court of the 
United States for the central di­ 
v ision of the Western district of 
Missouri a suit against the defend­ 
ant herein to recov er said sum ; and 
that such proceedings were had in 
said suit on to-wit, the 19th day of 
October, 
18 96 , said receiv er re­ 
cov ered judgment against this de­ 
fendant for the sum of 7 5 per cent 
of the par v alue of his stock, and 
which said judgment was there­ 
after paid and saiisfied by the dé­ 
tendant; that i he liability of this 
defendant as a shareholder ot said 
bankTor the contracts, debts and 
engagements thereof to the amount 
of the stock held by him in said 
association 
was 
a 
single 
and 
indiv isible 
demand, 
and 
that 
the 
plaintiff 
is 
concluded 
by 
the 
judgment 
aforesaid 
as to the amount due from this de­ 
fendant on account of said liabil­ 
ity , and he cannot be heard to de­ 
mand another or greater sum than 
awarded to him by the judgment 
aforesaid, and the defendant sfets 
up and pleads judgment in bar of 
this action. 
Wherefore defendant pray s to 
be hence dismissed with his costs.
